Telephones with DDD in this
area can reach about 77 mil-
lion other phones in the Unit-
ed States and Canada without
an operator's assistance,

“IF THOSE with DDD dial
their own long-distance calls, it
will result in faster and more
efficient service on calls which
require special handling,” the
manager pointed out.
